“west wind” in Polynesian, i§
beélieved to be.the only ocean-
racing outrigger in’ the: United
5 States, It was born of necessity
and fathered by a desire for
practicability.

As commaodore of the Malibu
Yacht Club, Connolly and his
friends weré faced with the
problem of trying to sail in an
area where 'there is no natural
harbor ‘or permanent -anchor-
age.

They concluded that the best,
and most interesting, solution
to their problem would be to
adapt the outrigger design to a
sailing craft. Thus, the lack of
harbor facilities at Malibu,
where boats have to be launch:

ed through the surf, would be | M

overcome by the light weight
. and inherent. seaworthiness of

the outrigger design.

Connolly reports that this
type of design is ideal for such
conditions, and the craft can
